The center of the stamp depicts 
the globe of the world showing the 
area in which the NATO member 
countries are located. The adhesive, 
designed by Philip Weiss, of Otta- 
wa, is blue in color on a white back- 
ground and is of the popular 5c de- 
nomination. It is being produced by 
the Canadian Bank Note Co. Ltd., 
Ottawa, in panes of 100 subjects. 
The edition is 32 million.

For NATO had 
been begun rather more as a hope 
than as a plan. 

The Development of NATO — At 
the outset the Council consisting of 
foreign ministers was to meet an- 
nually, the chairman being from a 
different country each year. Cana- 
da’s Minister of Exernal Affairs was 
Chairman in 1951-52. 

Defense; and Defense, Financial 
and Economic Committees were 
formed by the Ministers of Defense 
and Finance respectively of mem- 
ber countries. These Committees 
were later absorbed by the Council. 

A Council of Deputies (represent- 
ing Foreign Ministers) was formed 
in 1950 and was abolished on the es- 
tablishment of the Permanent Coun- 
cil after the Lisbon meeting in 1952, 
This Council, possessing effective 
powers of decision, was now to re- 
main in permanent session with pere 
manent delegations in attendance. 

Ministerial meetings are held two 
or three times a year at which For- 
eign, Defense and Finance Ministers 
review the work and approve future 
plans of the Permanent Council. 

Canada’s Participation — The re- 
sponsibilities of the member nations 
are divided according to their re- 
sources and strategic requirements. 
Canada’s contribution includes a por- 
tion of NATO standing forces in all 
three services. : 

One infantry brigade provided in 
1951 and one air division consisting 
of twelve jet fighter squadrons made 
available in 1952 are under the Su- 
preme Allied Commander, Europe. 
About the same time 40 units of 
the Royal Candian Navy were ear- 
marked for the Supreme Allied Com- 
mander, Atlantic. 

The Canadian Mutual Aid Pro 
gram dispursed over $1,500 million 
up to 1958 on military aid to non- 
North American members. An out- 
standing item of this program was 
the Air Crew Training plan under 
which nearly 5500 pilots and naviga- 
tors from member countries were 
trained and graduated from RCAF 
establishments across Canada. 

In addition, aircraft, engines, ra

It concerns the unique set of single 
sheets of various Egyptian stamps 
printed especially for the ex-King 
Farouk collection. 

This catalog, to quote the author’s 
introduction, “is the first attempt 
to list and correlate the ‘Special 
Royal Imperforate Printings of 
Egypt’. It was made possible be- 
cause we had on hand a practically 
complete collection of these issues 
and also had eight or ten friends 
who have dealt in, auctioned, or 
collected these stamns, since they 
first came to the public knowledge 
in 1954.’’ 

These stamps date back to April 
1926 when the Survey of Egypt took 
over the printing of the country’s 
postal paper. They began with the 
12th Agricultural and Industrial Ex- 
position issue of 1926 and continued

Mr. Patterson’s suspicion that these 
stamps acquired on Ocotber 13, 1957 were counterfeits led him to advise 
Mr. Tvedt of that opinion on October 22, 1957. Mr. Patterson stated in 
his letter to Mr. Tvedt that he realized that there might have been a sec- 
ond printing of the precancels by the UNPA and therefore did not want 
to brand the block as a counterfeit. At this same time Mr. Patterson 
had been offered a block of 25 Precancels. Mr. Patterson says that he 
had no doubt about the integrity of the party from whom he had pur- 
chased the block of four and who also offered him the block of 25. He 
was certain this man had obtained them from another person whom he 
did not know of and that this other person may be the one who was guilty 
of making the counterfeits) The men who sold them to Mr. Patterson 
did so in the belief that they were legitimate. Mr. Patterson added a 
“P.S.” to his letter to Mr. Tvedt in which he said, ‘If the cancellation is 
— I would like to cooperate in any way to apprehend the counter- 
eiter.”’ 


In a letter dated October 30, 1957 Mr. Tvedt wrote Mr. Patterson and 
stated that-he would like to see the block that Mr. Patterson had and 
also wanted to know if the block of 25 stamps were with gum. Also in 
this same letter, Mr. Tvedt reiterated what he had previously said, 
“There was only one printing of the 1%c Precancelled stamp—500.000

block of four precancels and a damaged single copy, and at the same

It was not until December 6, 1957, a whole month later that Mr. ‘I'vedt 
replied to Mr. Patterson’s letter of November 5. In this reply Mr. ‘I'vedt 
acknowledged the receipt of the block of four and the single and that he 
was returning the single stamp. Mr. Tvedt advised he could not person- 
ally determine if the block were genuine or counterfeit. Further that 
he sent it to the manufacturers (printers) who could not give a conclusive 
answer. He stated that if a microscopic examination were made it might 
damage the block. ‘He wrote that he was most anxious that such a test 
should be made to determine if it is a counterfeit. Also, that he was 
anxious to learn the truth as he has found many stamp dealers were 
offering UN Precancels for sale. Mr. Tvedt continued that even if the

Isn’t it about time that we quit worshiping original gum and ruining 
stamps by so doing. It does little damage to early 19th century stamps 
except on early Austria, early Japan and those which have the type of 
gum found on these- However in the later 19th century stamps such as 
our Columbian issue we find that the gum is diligently eating into the 
paper and ruining good stamps. This is due to the poor quality of the 
paper in later and modern issues of some stamps. Today, most United 
States stamps are printed on a wood pulp paper that will be rotted away 
when our early U. S. stamps are still crisp and safe. The removal of 
the gum from these modern stamps will do much to prolong their life 
and likewise if the gum is left on them they will fall apart much quicker 
than if the gum is removed. So let’s quit paying as much for gum as 
we pay for the stamp for it must be recognized that a great many stamps 
offered today with original gum are merely regummed items because 
— collectors still ask for gum and it is so easy to put it on a washed

As of this date, February 20, I 
have seen the 7c Alaska, 1c Lincoln 
and 4c Oregon commems. This trio, 
in my opinion, represents a most 
auspicious. start artistically for 
1959. 

The 1c Lincoln is a real beauty. 
Readers have written more favor- 
able comments about this one than 
any others for months and months. 
It has the one outstandingly appeal- 
ing feature which is the hallmark 
of all quality, simplicity. 

Note the lack of flourishes and 
bric-a-brac; the absence of explana- 
tory wording; the ‘‘seeing’”’ size of 
the subject; the absence of other 
items from the design. The Lincoln 
lc is what our commemorative de- 
signs should be—not the cluttered- 
up conglomeration seen in the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debate 4c of last Au- 


gust. 

The latter by no stretch of the 

imagination fits in to the other 
three stamps of the Lincoln series. 
It lacks compatible color, design 
and theme. It has all the appear- 
ance of something ‘‘cooked up’’ in 
a minute, and accepted. Too many 
of our designs are like that. 
The Oregon Statehood is almost 
as excellent a design as the Lin- 
coln. It too has simplicity, good 
artwork and a rather good color. 
Our POD will not have to be 
ashamed to have this one go around 
the world. 

If you keep the Alaska about a 
foot-and-a-half away from your eyes, 
it makes a better looking stamp. 
The inclusion of a view of the new 
state’s tundra in the top half of the 
view (many probably figure this is 
sky), killed the good effect consid- 
erably. However, again note the ab- 
sence of all but needed wording, 
which in this instance could have 
been half the size it is.

exhibition. One of them is_ the 
Metropolitan Airmail Cover Club. I 
have been invited to be one of the 
judges of this section along with 
Henry M. Goodkind, with whom I 
recently worked in a similar capac- 
ity at Atlantic City last October, and 
L. B. Gatchell of the American Air 
Mail Society. 

As I get the news from the big 
city, not only will the stamp exhibi- 
tion itself be outstanding, but there 
will be a number of complementary 
displays of all kinds. 


This is the week, now that the 
llth Annual Design Derby has 
closed as of February 28, when a 
listing is made how yours truly 
views the 1958 crop of commems. 
It used to be that I’d give this 
during the Derby itself. However 
after being accused of influencing 
votes by naming my choices at the 
beginning or during the running of 
it, postponement was made till it 
closed. 

For Best Design, second and third 
—Mackinac Bridge, Forest Conser- 
vation and the 8c Kossuth. Probab- 
ly my best and second nominees 
will surprise no one since both are 
really appealing. The 8c Kossuth 
is my third chiefly because of the 
excellence of the engraving. None 
of the other Champions of Liberty 
stamps (except the 4c Kossuth) is 
so well done. It is also colorful. 
For Least Necessary, the com- 
mem with the poorest reason for 
issuance, the Gunston Hall, is a 
shoo-in for this dubious honor in my 
book. However two others could be 
considered highly superfluous—the 
Gardening, and the Freedom of the 
Press. 

The Worst design is the Freedom 


of the Press which is about as inane 
a concoction as collectors have had 
thrust on them in sometime. Almost 
as poor are the Gardening and the 
IGY 


In the category of Designs Below 
Average in Looks I would have to 
include the Lincoln-Douglas Debate 
and the Webster as poor’’, with the 
above-named three under “worst’’, 
as {bad’’. ee 

The above selections are my per- 
sonal ones only and are not a re- 
port of how the Design Derby came 
out. That information will come in 
the very near future. 





It was Christmaslike around here 
this week. Souvenir programs of 
first days of issue, with the new 
stamps tied on with hand, first day 
cancels, came from three persons. 
They were Jimmy Tonning of New 
York City, Alvin Kaufman of Doug- 
las, Alaska and George D. King- 
dom, Conneaut, Ohio. The first two 
were of the new Alaska commem, 
and the latter of the two new UN 
airmails, 5c and 7c. 

It was nice to be remembered 
with these additions to a growing 
collection of such items and I thank 
these folks sincerely. The UN sou- 
venirs were prepared by the Ameri- 
can Air Mail Society. Their effort 
was two-fold, an elaborate brochure 
with “insignia’’ blocks of six of each 
stamp, and a dinner and ceremonial 
program with a copy of each _ air- 
mail tied with the hand cancel. 


Unusual covers in recent mail in- 
cluded a pre-first day of the Oregon 
from Columbus, Ohio, and first day 
of the Mackinac Bridge of last 
June. The former was prepared by 
that topnotch secretary of the Co- 
lumbus Philatelic Club, Karl Scheuf- 
ler. Mr. Scheufler should be the 
pride and joy of his fellow mem- 
bers since he goes to great lengths 
to get FD or other special post- 
marks on the envelores in which 
he mails out the club’s monthly 
bulletin. 

Wilmer W. Sample of Muskegon, 
Mich. had the Bridge stamp cancel- 
led on the day of issue, not at the 
regular post offices on both sides of 
the Straits, but from the railroad 
station in Mackinaw City. This post- 
mark is of the usual kind, with 
seven wavy-line killers, and a sin- 
gle circle in which is the data, 
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them?” This is a question which 





comes to the desk frequently. 

The simplest thing is to write 
“REFUSED” on the sending and 
chuck it right back in the mailbox or 
post office. Do not open the pack- 
age or even keep it around — re- 
fuse it at once and DO NOT PUT 
ON POSTAGE FOR ITS RETURN 
TO SENDER.

Remember in the February 16 
Notes there was some comment and 
a picture of the 2c red brown of 
October 1, 1883. The stamp had a 
wavy line watermark, vertically, 
something which should not exist. 
E. Robert Guilford of Washington, 
D. C. and Herman Herst, Jr., Shrub 
Oak, N. Y. came through with ex- 
planations and information. Their 
combined thoughts are contained in 
the following. 

The first thing to be learned is 
that the item is not a stamp at all, 
but an essay. It is one of four 
paper essays the other three of 
which are—vertically laid paper, 
horizontally laid paper, and paper 
with honeycomb design watermark. 
Mr. Herst suggests there were also 
lozenge-shape watermarks. 
Depending on the item singly, the 
cost runs from around $3 up each to 
around $20. The four first described 
sell from $30 to $40 at auction. 
Mr. Guilford has sent along a 
copy of another very interesting 
essay which I hope to have under 
discussion and picture in next 
week’s outing.

Subsequent presidents include five 
of these “early birds’’ for a total of 
eight terms. Since its organization 
in 1941, membership in the Metro- 
politan Airmail Cover Club has 
grown to over 500. 

In July 1942, the first ‘‘Bulletin’’ 
was issued under the editorship of 
Gus Lancaster, and except for a 
two-year period when Robert Ander- 
son and James McNally were the 
editors, these bulletins have contin- 
ued under the editorship of Mr. Lan- 
caster without missing an issue. 
Early issues were mimeographed 
on green paper and became known 
s “‘green sheets’. The news con- 


formation on domestic and foreign 
first flights, airport dedications, jet, 
helicopter, rocket and historical 
flights. Also items about the mem- 
bers, auctions, exchange ads, and 
other items of special interest to 
airmail collectors. 

A series of auctions was started 
in 1948, with sales held three times 
a year since. Collectors are able to 
secure high class material for their 
collections at reasonable prices. 
These auctions are under the direc- 
tion of Gus Lancaster and Harry 
Levine and the proceeds are either 
donated to the club, or a portion of 
the selling price is retained by the 
club as commission. 

The Metropolitan Airmail Cover 
Club has participated in many of 
the national and __ international 
philatelic events, starting with the 
1945 ‘‘SSTAMPEX” show in New- 
ark, N. J., at which time the club 
held its first exhibit and regional 
meeting. This was followed by 
lounges at ““CIPEX 1947” and at the 
ASDA shows for many years. 

The MACC also participated in ex- 
hibits at the Airlines Bldg. in 1947, 
and held several meetings on radio 
through the WNEW “Stamp Club Of 
The Air’’. It has also sponsored spe- 
cial cachets and envelopes on nu- 
merous events such as airport ded- 
ications and helicopter flights. 
What, then, could be more logical 
than to find the MACC en masse 
taking a prominent part in the great 
“INTERPEX ’59’’ exhibition being 
staged in New York’s Park Shera- 
ton Hotel February 27-March 1. 
Veterans of 1941 and new members 
alike will be there, doing their ut- 
most for the big show and for air- 
mail philately. 

In honor of our member Robert O. 
Wilm, wWho was killed in action in 
Germany during World War II, the 
“Robert O. Wilm Memorial Award’ 
was established in 1946. It is given 
to the member who has done the 
most for the organization and the 
hobby in general. Winners of this 
award have been Samuel Goldstick- 
er, G. “Bill”? Kaufmann, Gus Lan- 
caster, and William Schneider. 
When Samuel Goldsticker became 
president in 1944, he strived for fur- 
ther cooperation between the Metro- 
politan Airmail Cover Club and the 
American Airmail Society, with the 
hopes of the MACC becoming the 
New: York Chapter of the AAMS.

Special cancellations received on 
covers from Israel during the past 
several months reveal a_ varied 
range of events, including the open- 
ing of new post offices, both fixed 
and mobile; new airflights and air 
services; and a number of special 
events. 


The Expanding Air Services 


On October 30 the Dutch KLM 
airline made a first transpolar flight. 
Mail was dispatched from Lod, Is- 
rael, via Tokyo and on around to 
Amsterdam. On November 2 the 
Italian Alitalia line opened service 
from Lydda to Rome. Five days lat- 
er it opened another service to Ath- 
ens. On November 17 Israel’s own 
El-Al system began service from 
Lod to Nairobi, Kenya. 


More Internal Post Offices 


Eight new post offices have been 
opened. Three of them serve com- 
munities hitherto without post office 
facilities of their own. One is a new 
mobile post office. One is a branch 
office. The other three serve insti- 
tutional users. Here is the list with 
dates of opening: 
New Communities — Kefar She- 


lomi, November 16; Yoqneam, De- 
cember 1); and Mizpe Ramon, Jan- 
uary 19. 


Mobile Post — Maale Ha-Galil, 
January 15. 

Branch Post Office — Bene Beraq 
7, Neve Ahierzer branch; Novem- 
ber 16. 

Institutional Post Offices — Qiryat 
Ha Techniyyon, November 18, the 
Technion technical school; Kefar 
Sava 7, December 15, the Meir Hos- 
pital; and Hadassim, January 18. 
This post office serves a Children’s 
Village created through the efforts 
of Hadassah, the Women’s Interna- 
tional Zionist Organization. 

Last November WIZO opened a 
$275,000 drive in Israel itself, to sup- 
port its youth work. This includes 
the maintenance of 175 child and 
youth institutions, 65 youth clubs, 11 
girls’ clubs, and 100 Handicraft clubs 
for women. Hadassim is only one of 
this far-flung network of productive 
enterprises created and maintained 
by WIZO. 


“For the Good of the State” 


The Israeli equivalent of the Red 
Cross (Magan David Adom, or Red 
Star) is supported in Israel, in part, 
by a public lottery. The government 
used a special cancel, starting on 
November 7, to publicize this lot- 
tery.

ed for the transport of German mail 
to and from German West Africa. 

As from 1885, only German ships 
might be used in the mail traffic 
between Germany and Toga, the 
rates being fixed at the UPU tariff 
of 20 pfennigs for each 15 grams 
weight. If the letters were marked 
to go by any other shipping line, 
then the tariff was 60pf. per 15gm. 

Mail was unloaded as far as pos- 
sible at Anecho, but the absence of 
a harbor prior to the construction of 
a jetty at Lome, coupled with the 
very strong surf conditions common 
around the Guinea Coast, made it 
often necessary to unload the mail 
at Keta (Gold Coast). Hausa mes- 
sengers carried the post twice week- 
ly from Keta to Lome, Bagida and 
Porto Seguro. 

These messengers (part of the po- 
lice force) provided a quicker and 
safer transit, but mail carried by 
them had to be franked additionally 
at Keta. The rate charged was 4d 
or 34pf. per 15gm. when mail had 
been discharged from British steam- 
ers, aS was usually the case. The 
Woerman Line called only once a 
month at Keta. 
Development of the Imperial Pos- 
tal Administration — In 1886 it be- 
came necessaty to regulate the pos- 
tal traffic between Germany and To- 
go, and the territory joined the 
UPU. The main post office was 
originally in Klein-Popo (the Ger- 
man title for Anecho). It was the 
first Imperial post office in the Ter- 
ritory, operating from March 1, 1888. 
The Hausa messenger _ service 
very soon proved too expensive for 
the administration, and_consequent- 
ly it was taken over by F. M. Vietor 
& Sons, the Bremen traders who 
also had establishments in the Gold

carried out by the Hausa police. 
Messengers called three 
every fortnight at Klein-Popo and 
Keta (Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays), crossing en route at Lome. 
There bags were exchanged at the 
Vietor “‘factory’’. To give the mes- 
sengers some kind of official char- 
acter they were equipped with white 
caps and wore black, white and red 
armbands (the Imperial colors). 
Togo became an_ independent 
member of the UPU on June 1, 1888. 
She ratified the Universal Postal 
convention, the Parcel Post Agree- 
ment, and the Lisbon Convention of 
1885. 
The Imperial German Agency at 
Klein-Popo (still the only one in the 
territory) initially dealt only with 
letters, postcards, printed matter, 
samples and commercial papers, 
both registered and unregistered, as 
well as parcels up to 5 kilograms 
weight without declaration of value. 
UPU rates were charged in all traf- 
fic. 

The Agency itself was open from 
9 a.m. until 12 noon, except when 
the European mail arrived. On those 
days a red flag was hoisted and 
mail could be collected during the 
afternoon. Outgoing mails closed one 
hour previous to the departure of a 
steamer, which was notified by hoist- 
ing the Blue Peter and firing one 
shot from the gun. 

The Postal Agency was a sub- 
sidiary of the Reich Post Office, and 
it came within the competence of 
the Hamburg Postal Directorate. 
The Postal Agent received 1000M. a 
ear. 

. Later agreements between the To- 
go and Imperial governments raised 
the remuneration payable to Togo 
for postal services first to 1,600 and 
later to 2,000M. annually. From this 
all postal expenses had to be de- 
frayed. These included the salary of 
the four messengers carrying the 
mail to and from Klein-Pepo and 
Keta. 

The increasing development made 
it necessary to get mails more 
quickly to the Agency, and the delay 
of the messenger service had to be 
cut out. In order to overcome the 
problems of landing mails through 
surf, all mail for Klein-Popo 
was packed into a specially con- 
structed barrel which was rendered 
watertight, and tied with strong rope 
inside a native canoe. 

The canoe then rowed to the 
steamer, and even though it might 
be capsized by the surf, there was 
no danger of the mails getting lost. 
The canoes were in charge of 
specially experienced native boat- 
me 


_Mail arrived from Hamburg, prin- 
cipally on British steamers, for send- 
ings endorsed ‘‘via Liverpool’’- The 
Agency also exchanged sendings 
with British, French and Portuguese 
post offices, to connect with Lagos, 
Cameroons, Libreville (Gabon), and 
St. Paul de Loanda. On the return 
trip mails for Accra,. Goree, and 
Funchal were loaded.

under the supervision of the Cus- 
toms authorities. The post office un- 
dertook new jobs such as newspaper 
delivery and _ postal remittances, 
whilst a start was made with con- 
necting Togo with the world cable 
services. 
In 1897 the capital of Togo was 
transferred to Lome, and all letter 
mail was landed there instead of at 
Klein-Popo. Post offices were built 
or extended in Klein-Popo, Lome 
and Agome-Palime. They remained 
the sole post offices under German 
administration until the turn of the 
century. 
The ultimate full list of post of- 
fices and postal agencies in Togo 
under German administration reads 
as follows: Agbeluvhoe, Agome-Pa- 
lime, Agu, Anecho, Assahun, Atak- 
pams, Ho, Kete-Krachi (Kete-Krat- 
schi), Kpandu, Lome, Noepe, “Nuat- 
ja, Porto Seguro, Sansane-Mangu, 
Sokode, Tokpli, and Tsewie. All 
these names occur on postmarks. 
The Railway — The construction 
of the jetty at Lome avoided the 
troublesome method of transshipping 
the mail into barrels tied to canoes. 
The jetty was opened in 1904, allow- 
ing direct unloading from the steam- 
ers anchored at its end. 
The goods wer. transported along 
the jetty by a narrow-gauge rail- 
way (meter gauge) and this formed 
the nucleus of the Togo railway 
system. The trains ran through the 
streets of the capital and routes were 
extended eastward along the coast 
to Anecho (which had resumed its 
name from Klein-Popo), due north 
to Tsewieh, Agbeluvhoe, Nuatja, and 
Atakpame, and northwest to Noepe, 
Assahun, Agu, and Agoma-Palime. 
Fixed telegraph lines (which are 
not, however, of postal interest) ex- 
tended still further north from 
Agome-Palime to Sansane-Mangu, 
from Atakpame to Sokode, and from 
Anecho to Tokpli. 

Though the railway carried a great 
deal of mail, no postmarks are 
known from travelling post offices. 
The time of transmission was con- 
siderably reduced and a great deal 
more traffic was carried to and from 
terminals. 

The World War and the end of 
German administration — With the 
outbreak of the first World War, 
Togo had enjoyed 30 years of Ger- 
man administration but was _ pos- 
sessed of only a small police force. 
This comprised two officers, 100 Ger- 
man and 560 colored soldiers, which 
was very soon defeated by Anglo- 
French forces invading the colony 
from east and west. 

Lome was occupied on August 6, 
1914 by British forces: on August 8

the French occupied Anecho and 
Porto Seguro. The Germans with- 
drew along the railway from Lome 
to Atakpame in order to defend 
the important wireless station at Ka- 
mina near Atakpame. 

But when two armored trains had 
been derailed and after a number 
of minor incidents (in which alto- 
gether one officer and six German 
soldiers were killed) the whole Ter- 
ritory was occupied by the Allies. 
The German government ended of- 
ficially at 8 a.m. August 27, 1914. 

The retreating German forces de- 
stroyed the cable and wireless ap- 
paratus at Lome, and dismantled 
all movable telephone equipment. 
Kamina wireless station was blown 
up by the German forces in the night 
of August 24-25. The German offi- 
cials were imprisoned in Dahomey, 
but were later repatriated first of 
all to Algeria and then to Switzer- 
land, from where they returned 
home at the énd of the war. 

Finally, the following statistics 
may be of interest, covering the pe- 
riods 1894-95 and 1913. In each group 
the first quantity is for the former 
period and the second for 1913: 

Number of letters handled, 29,879 
and 597,090; parcels 710 and 15,050; 
postal orders 960 and 28,180: tele- 
grams, 4320 and 47,030; and news- 
papers 71 and 104,000. 

The Stamps and Postmarks of To- 
£0 German Imperial issues 
|(Forerunners) used in Togo were: 
Issue of 1879-80, 3, 5, 10, 20, and 
50pf.; issue of 1875, 2M.; issue of 
1889, 3, 5, 10, 20, 25, and 50pf. 

German stamps prepared for use 
in Togo began with the issue of 1889, 
overprinted ‘‘Togo’’. There exists a 
very limited issue of these stamps, 
prepared especially for the use of the 
UPU office in Berne. 

They bear the names of five col- 
onies in se-tenant strips, of which 
only 800 sets were produced. Some 
760 went to Berne, the rest to the 
Berlin Postal Museum. The over- 
prints bear the legend ‘‘Deutsch- 
Neu-Guinea’’, ‘‘Deutsch Sudwest - 
Afrika’, ‘‘Marschall-Inseln’’, ‘‘Kam- 
erun”, “Togo’’, in that order, and 
shades of the basic stamps differ 
from the general issue. 

General issue: Overprint ‘‘Togo’’ 
on German stamps of 1889, 3. 5, 10, 
20, 25, and 50pf. (three shades are 
known of the 3pf). Valid until Sep- 
tember 30, 1901. 

German Colonial issue (Imperial 
Yacht ‘‘Hohenzollern’’), issued No- 
vember 1900, on unwatermarked pa- 
per: 3, 5, 10, 20, 25, 30, 40, 50. and 
80pf., 1, 2, 3, 5M.: ditto, on water- 
marked paper (1909); 5 and 10pf. 

Of this issue, values of 3pf. and 
5M. were also prepared, but could 
not be released owing to the war. 
They were sold only at the philatelic 
counter in the Berlin post office. 
The 3M. was also prepared on wmk 
paper, never released. 

The list of post offices and postal 
agencies is noted above: the post- 
marks are known in the general 
German colonial types, e.g. either as 
single circle types, or as handstamps 
with the name of the colony hori- 
zontally across the center. Some of 
these are of considerable rarity, for 
instance Avhegame (a new name 
for Agu), Kpandu ‘“‘a’”’, and Sansane- 
Mangu. 

After the occupation by Anglo- 
French forces, a number of these 
postmarks continued in use, and 
can be found on Gold Coast stamps, 
as well as on some of the Dahomey 
issues. 

Remainders of the German Co- 
lonial issues which were found in To- 
go were overprinted ‘‘Togo - Anglo- 
French Occupation” or ‘‘Togo-Oc- 
cupation Franco-Anglaise”’, whilst 
later Gold Coast and Dahomey is- 
sues appeared with similar over- 
prints. The Dahomey stamps were 
ultimately succeeded by definitive 
Togo emissions which in their turn 
were followed by the ‘autonomous 
Republic” and present Republic of 
Toga definitives.

‘59 Edition Arrives 


The 1959 edition of the Stanley 
Gibbons “Two Reigns’ Postage 
Stamp Catalogue, Queen Elizabeth 
II, King George VI” is precisely 
what its name indicates, and what 
one would expect as a worthy suc- 
cessor of the preceding editions. 

The new volume is in the same 
style as its predecessors, well and 
detail illustrated, with red and black 
paper covers showing the head pro- 
files of the two monarchs concerned. 
The 293 pages carry 2490 illustra- 
tions and list and describe 9675 
stamps. 

There have been numerous addi- 
tions and changes during the past 
year, and specialists should check 
the new: numbers to verify their 
listings of their own stamps. These 
changes are grouped on one page 
for ease of reference, in addition to 
being shown in their proper places 
throughout the catalog. 

The ‘Two Reigns’’ is based upon 
the standard Gibbons catalog, but 
goes into much more detail than is 
possible in the general volume. To 
quote the publishers, ‘Stamps of 
the Two Reigns not listed in this 
Catalogue (unless they are new is- 
sues) are almost certainly not adhe- 
sive postage stamps, but Revenue, 
Local or other issues outside its 
scope.”

We should also mention that in 
our opinion this would be stamp 
number 44 (not counting any of the 
second printings of the earlier is- 
sues or varieties of the overprint- 
ed issues). That being the case, 
the provisionals would be 45-54 to 
be followed by the Shurei-mon_ is- 
sue. 

Several dealers have been listing 
various Ryukyu issues under all 
types of catalog numbers. We hope 
to eliminate confusion by giving 
the issues of the Ryukyus the dates 
of their appearances without the 
thought of eliminating a_ variety 
which in our opinion is of major im- 
portance. 

December 5 brought a_ special 
Ryukyu cancel to celebrate the 
completion of a new building of the 
Miyako post office. The cancel is a 
large circular type showing the new 
structure. 

Native covers with the new pro- 
visional issues are quite hard to ob- 
tain. Most Ryukyu local covers are 
rather narrow, elongated envelopes 
around 3 x 8 in size, however, more 
and more fancy cacheted envelopes 
are making their way to the states. 

February 20 will see a 10c stamp 
to commemorate the installation of 
His Highness the Sultan of Kedah 
in Malaya. The former Sultan 
Abdul Hamid passed away in Sep- 
tember and his first prince will now 
take over the sultanate. The late 
Sultan was a brother of the pres- 
ent Prime Minister of Malaya. 

We have also been: informed that 
as of July 1 the 10¢e Corenation 
stamps of Singapore and Malaya 
(all States) will be invalid for post- 
age and revenue. These Coronation 
issues (Elizabeth) appeared June 2, 
1953 and were withdrawn from sale 
December 31, 1953. 

Our rocket covers came through 
O.K. They. are cancelled at Nipton, 
Calif. December 31, 1958. The rock- 
et seals are the prettiest we have 
seen from the U.S.A. to date: fur- 
ther, we have been informed that 
all 6000 of the covers were sold 
out before December 14 and more 
are NOT available. 

December 29: was first day of the 
Ethiopian airmails to commemorate 
the first United Nations ECA ses- 
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that the gem on this one is an FDC 
from Asmara, Eritrea. The can- 
cel reads ‘“‘Eritrea-Registered As- 
mara-29-12-58"’. Of course, the item 
had a first day at Addis Abada, but 
we have not seen an example. 

Collectors of airletter sheets 
write us almost daily tc tell about 
the variation in UN airletter sheets. 
We can report only that we recent- 
ly ordered some of the current UN 
airletter sheets from the UN postof- 
fice — the 10c ones marked “Air 
Letter-Aerogramme’’ with _ the 
stamp imprinted thereon. 

We compared them with others 
we purchased late in 1954 (date of 
issue September 14, 1954) and lo 
and .behold! There is a_ definite 
difference. First, the sheets pur- 
chased earlier have a white border 
about the entire stamp, while those 
recently purchased show a thin bor- 
der about a portion of the stamp.

Cuba is today the world’s focal 
point. We do not at this time know 
whether any philatelic variations 
appeared since the revolt. We do 
know that the last item of philatelic 
importance (not counting the many 
issues which have come in recent 
months) was a Cubana Airlines spe- 
cial flight cover to commemorate 
the second anniversary of ‘‘Semana 
International De La Carta Aerea’’ 
(International Airmail Week). It is 
dated October 9 and came from 
Rancho Boyeros. This is truly our 
latest Cuban philatelic item. In a fu- 
ture IA we plan to offer some ma- 
terial on Cuba as we have many 
readers in that area. 

Children’s day in India brought a 
new issue just last November 14. 
The stamp is a 15nP. violet. The 
cachet on one of the FDC’s we re- 
ceived shows a baby being weighed 
on a scale. The cover is just a 
simple scene, but it brought a 
chuckle to this collector for the little 
tot appears to be smiling from ear 
to ear. We can further report that 
India along with other parts of Asia 
is moving up with colorful FDC 
cachets and many first flight items 
are now coming from that country.

The bottom section 
duplicates the top as to franking and cachet; it has the Idlewild can- 
cellation of 6 p.m. 


FF Round Trip Jet Covers 
On Sale At “INTERPEX” 


When the inaugural eastbound coast-to-coast flight of American Air- 
lines Boeing 707 jet flagship left Los Angeles International Airport Jan- 
uary 25, it carried 5000 first flight covers destined for stamp collectors 
attending the International Philatelic Exhibition “INTERPEX’’ at New 
York City’s Park Sheraton Hotel February 27-March 1. 

These were not the ordinary covers which either made the trip from 
Los Angeles to New York or were posted in New York for delivery from 
Los Angeles. These were special triple-faced covers which journeyed 
from Los Angeles to New York and then back to Los Angeles on the 
same day. 

For this particular purpose, special envelopes were designed and 
prepared by Ben Sherwood, Mail Superintendent of American Airlines. 
Special arrangements were then made at Idlewild International Airport 
to process these covers during the 1% hours that the plane was in New 
York getting ready for its return trip to Los Angeles. 

These covers were designed in such a way that they were addressed 
to New York and carry the Los Angeles postmark of January 25, 8 a.m. 
Upon their arrival at Idlewild after a flying time of only four hours and 
three minutes, they were backstamped and then refolded, franked with 
another postage stamp and postmarked at the air field, ready for their 
return trip to Los Angeles. After a flying time of six hours and 21 min- 
utes, they arrived at the Los Angeles Airport where they were back- 
stamped once more. 

The successful conclusion of such an important milestone in postal 
hsitory was made possible only through the aid and cooperation of the 
U.S. Post Office Department. The New York Post Office provided special 
facilities, whereby special clerks were on hand at Idlewild Airport to ser- 
vice the covers while the ship was being readied for its return trip to 
Los Angeles. They were backstamped, postmarked at Idlewild and given 
the New York cachet.

All 
of them were known to Yemen col- 
lectors and to the general philatelic 
public through write - ups in Linn’s 
and other publications between 1956 
and 1958, and in 1958 specimens

The 1 bogsha saw unauthorized re- 
lease for a week or two as a 4bg: 
provisional without overprint,. in 
late 1956, at the Sana’a Post Office. 
(Genuine covers showing it as such 
are extremely rare). It was also 
used after demonetization of all of 
Yemen’s old issues in early 1958 as 
a provisional newspaper stamp.

New Lebanese Airmails — The 
turn of the year saw a few values 
of Lebanon’s new definitive air set 
issued, and the promise of a new 
regular postage set in new designs. 
First to appear were the 5, 25 and 
35 piaster denominations to replace 
shortages in the 1958 set. 

As was the case with the Litani 
bridge and Chamoun Electric Cen- 
ter air values of the last set, these 
are locally designed and printed by 
processes inferior to some of Leba- 
non’s previous attractive bicolors. 
Although the designs are clear and 
symbolic, the stamps are not partic- 
ularly attractive.

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On the low values a huge airliner 
is unloading at Beirut’s great Khalde 
International Airport, recently under 
U- S. military occupation. The fa- 
miliar principal building of Khalde 
is seen silhouetted in the distance 
under the left wing of the plane. 
“Lubnan”’ (Lebanon) is split on 
each side of the tail of the airplane 
in large Kufic Arabic letters, with 
value and airmail inscription at up- 
per left in a small inset plaque. 
“Liban’’, the French version of the 
country name, is in lower left, with 
value and airmail designation to the 
right. Beneath the French value 
plaque is the tiny marginal imprint 
of the J. Saikali Press’ of Beirut. 
In the opposite left corner, is the su- 
perscription of the designer, D. Aks- 
kalian. He is a newcomer to the 
hitherto virtually closed corporation 
of Pliss and Koroleff. 
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industries, with entirely Lebanese 
capital, to produce local products of 
equal quality wherever possible. 
This is particularly observable in 
textiles, furniture making, ceramics, 
jewelry, soap and cosmetic making, 
and processed foodstuffs and sweets. 

Lebanese high quality chocolates 
are now competing successfully with 
Swiss, Italian and British brands. 
All of these are supposed to be 
represented in composite in the fac- 
tory scene within the cogwheel. Dur- 
ing the recent uprising, foreign cor- 
respondents were startled to be 
handed Tommy guns and other sub- 
machine gun type weapons entirely 
of local Lebanese manufacture. 

Electric power for industry and for 
domestic use in the rapidly growing 
(now over 500,000 population) capital 
city of Beirut, is being developed 
on a progressive scale, thus the 
power lines on the stamps. Roads 
are among the best in the Middle 
East and are rapidly improving. The 
country is almost entirely accessible 
by bus and motor car today. 

Beirut traffic problems have now 
become more acute than those of 
Los Angeles or New York. The new 
north coast highway is helping to 
speed up exit from the city during 
rush hours—Beirut’s first approach 
to a freeway (traffic police are now 
giving tickets for too slow drivers on 
this road). 

Youth Conference Stamp and Fire- 
works — For the opening of this 
year’s Afro-Asian Youth Confer- 
ence in Cairo, the Egyptian Region 
of the United Arab Republic issued 
a single olive green 10m. com- 
memorative stamp.

ANOTHER FOR THE S800OK! 


Many funny things happen to 
stamps. In: times past I had my 
part in kidding certain precancel 
collectors by printing up absurd 
places on stamps. None of these 
was ever passed as genuine, and 
full publicity was given to them. 
However some things have been 
noted on stamps that puzzle collec- 
tors and perhaps these fali in the 
same category as my joke of years 
ago. 

Sometime back I wrote about a 
NORTH POLE being printed on a 
2c 1902 issue stamp. Maybe this too 
was a joke, but no one seems to 
know that story. 

Today I received from Frank Ap- 
plegate of Medford, Ore. a 5c Grant 
stamp (probably Scott’s No. 223.) On 
the lower portion of it in an old 
English style type are printed the 
initials B. A. A. They are well 
spaced and look to be about 14- 
point in size. The ink is black and 
very glossy. 

The stamp is further post can- 
celled, but one can’t make out the 
town or city. It even looks as 
though the cancellation is over the 
printed initials. Who knows any- 
thing about this stamp? 


CORRECTION 


I reported a 3c Liberty from El- 
lington, Fla. In fact it seems that 
I- messed up the whole deal. John 
Millington of ELLENTON, Fla. re- 
ported the 3c Liberty from his home 
town. Sorry. Thanks to Robert Pitt 
of Bradenton, Fla. for putting me 
straight. 


EGYPT, MASS. 


According to the new Gunesch- 
Coda Town list, Egypt, Mass. does 
not use precancels. I have a 2c 
Liberty with a cancellation on it 
that sure gives the impression that 
it might be a precancel. Although 
the letters are rather large the 
legend does not run off the stamp 
at any place and fits a regular 
stamp nicely. 

Just the fact of the large letters 
leads me to think it might be just 
a post canceller. Also, the ink used 
was of a purple or red often found 
around a post office. I have heard 
of a 6c value too. Who lives near 
Egypt, Mass. and could find out 
about this? 


THE . BULLETINS 


The ‘Nebraska News” mailed 
from Scribner, Neb. This was a 
U-120 wide type. Soon we will be 
calling these OLD types, I guess. 
The News gives the Town and Type 
counts of several of the mid-west 
states which I think will be inter- 
esting. 
Iowa has. 790 Towns and 1283 
Types, Kansas 625 Towns, Minne- 
sota 624 Towns, Nebraska 413 Towns 
and 643 Types, North Dakota 238 
Towns, and South Dakota 283 Towns. 
The ‘‘Eager Beaver’’, bulletin of 
the newly formed Oregon Precan- 
cel Club mailed from Jennings 
Lodge, Ore. The Oregon count is 
190 Towns and 276 Types, and be- 
lieve me most of them are scarce. 
“El Boletin’’ bulletin of the New 
Mexico Precancel Club mailed from 
Tularosa, N. M.: 14%c Prexies were 
used and the type was U-120n. A 
late note from the Florida precan- 
cel Club about their round-up: it 
will be at the Marion Hotel, Ocala, 
Fla., February 14-15. The ‘“‘BUCK- 
EYE” bulletin of the Central Ohio 
Precancel Club mailed from Wake- 
man, Ohio. The Ohio count now is 
801 Towns and 1366 Types. 


“Open Door” Policy At 
New York Postcard Club 


The open door policy is always 
in effect, and the latchstring hangs 
outside at every meeting of the 
Metro Postcard Collectors Club of 
New York City, according to com- 
ment in the group’s “Metro News” 
bulletin.

dar and communication equipment 
together with armaments and am- 
munition were allocated to countries 
according to needs indicated by 
NATO military authorities. This

equipment was provided from both

on. 

Canadians share in the varied un- 
dertakings of NATO by providing 
funds and personnel. In 1958 about 
6 per cent of the total cost of the In- 
frastructure Program was borne by 
this country. Canada’s total contri- 
bution to the program to date is $72 
million. This Infrastructure Pro- 
gram is a project to provide fixed 
installations where required for de- 
ployment and operation of armed 
forces. 

More than 160 airfields have been 
completed under the program to- 
gether with over 3000 miles of fuel 
pipeline. Eventually thousands _ of 
miles of land lines and submarine 
cables will form part of an intricate 
communications network. | : 

Under Article III the signatories 
agreed to maintain and develop their 
own capacity for defense. Canada 
continues to assist in the defense of 
the North American continent which 
is an integral part of the NATO 
area. 

Early warning lines have been es- 
tablished and the air defense sys- 
tems of the continent have been 
completely integrated through the 
establishment of a Joint Canada- 
United States headquarters. 

Non-Military Programs Even 
the Post Office by maintaining the 
morale of northern pioneers by fre- 
quent mail exchanges with outposts 
shares in Canada’s effort to build 
not only for defense but for the fu- 
ture. 

Recognizing that the stability and 
well-being of the North Atlantic area 
are the basic factors in supporting 
military forces and maintaining the 
will to resist, Article II embodying 
these objectives was strongly urged 
by Canada. At the seventh Session 
of the Council meeting at Ottawa in 
1951 the Atlantic Community Com- 
mittee was formed to recommend 
on close economic, financial and so- 
cial cooperation, and on internation- 
al collaboration in cultural activities 
and public information. 

In 1956 a committee of three was 
appointed to advise the Council re- 
garding possible improvements and 
extensions of NATO cooperation in 
the non-military field and the de- 
velopment of greater unity in the At- 
lantic Community. Canada was rep- 
resented on this committee. Since 
then positive steps have been taken 
in the non-military field to encour- 
age the exchange of ideas in vari- 
ous spheres. 

Information Exchanged The 
Canadian Government in coopera- 
tion with NATO Information Ser- 
vices has given wide distribution to 
publications dealing with the organi- 
zation. Through the National Film 
Board and the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corp. films have been produced 
and distributed regarding NATO ac- 
tivities. 

An exchange of university profes- 
sors between this country and allied 
countries and the implementing of 
the fellowship and scholarship pro- 
gram have been encouraged. A num- 
ber of journalists from NATO coun- 
ries visited Eastern and Northeast- 
ern Canada and a similar group 
from Canada toured Europe. 

Among the institutions of NATO 
the Parliamentary Association and 
the Canadian Atlantic Coordinating 
Committee are two which promote 
better knowledge and further the 
cause of cooperation among the peo- 
ples of the Atlantic Community. 

Another benefit which will outlast 
the need for solving pressing prob- 
lems is the legacy of friendship and 
understanding among member na- 
tions formed through the interming- 
ling of people performing NATO 
work. 

Canadian families accompanying 
Service men on postings abroad have 
the opportunity of observing the 
culture of other nations. Thousands 
of allied air crew personnel trained 
here return home not only with tech- 
nical knowledge, but also with first- 
hand information about Canada and 
its people. 

N.A.T.O’s 10th Anniversary — As 
the people of member countries com- 
prise about one sixth of the earth’s 
population, the decade of success- 


‘|ful operation of the Organization 


marked by the issuance of this com- 
memorative postage stamp — as 
well as a second at the same time 
by the United States, and possibly 
still more by other NATO countries 
— inspires hope that the peace and 
brotherhood NATO seeks to protect 
and promote may become universal 
possessions of all mankind. 


First day covers and mint stamps 
— Collectors are offered the oppor- 
tunity of first day covers and the 
purchase of mint copies at face. In- 
structions are given below for each 
type service. These must be fol- 
lowed to avoid error and disappoint- 
ment. 

All patrons who desire to have first 
day covers bearing the new stamp, 
specially canceled on the day of is- 
sue, are required to forward ad- 
dressed envelopes to the Postmas- 
ter, Ottawa, Ont., Canada, not to the 
Philatelic Section, to arrive not lat- 
er than April 1. 

All must contain “fillers’’ and 
must be sealed or have the flaps 
turned in. To avoid errors the pa- 





tron should mark on the cover, up- 





per right hand corner, the quantity 
of stamps te be affixed to each. 
The necessary space should be al- 
lowed if blocks are ordered. 
Applicants must not fold envelopes 
when forwarding them for servic- 
ing. Instead, such sendings should 
be enclosed in an outside wrapper 
marked “First Day of Issue’. Re- 
turn will be by ordinary mail unless 
it is specifically requested that they 
be returned by registered mail. 
Orders to be returned by regis- 
tered mail must include an addition- 
al 30c registration prepayment fee. 
Orders for first day cover service 
must not include orders for mint or 
unused stamps. Remarks or inquir- 
ies not related directly to the or- 
der for first day covers should be 
written on a separate piece of pa- 


r. 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed at ordinary, 
airmail or registered mail rates, 
collectors must include in their re- 
mittances sufficient money to pay 
the Department’s cover service fee 
amounting to 5c for each forwarded 
for service. 

The Postmaster, Ottawa, can not 
guarantee to supply plate blocks of 
four which will be distributed as 
equitably as the supply permits. 
The Philatelic Section will not han- 
dle first day covers. 

The postage rate on first-class 
mail for delivery in North and South 
America, thé British Common- 
wealth, France and Spain, is 5c. The 
first-class mail rate for Ottawa local 
delivery is 4c and for countries not 
mentioned above is 6c. The fee re- 
quired for registration is 20c addi- 
tional. To avoid having covers spoil- 
ed by postage due markings suffi- 
cient postage must be prepaid on 
each. 

Remittances for first day covers 
are to be made payable to the ‘‘Re- 
ceiver General of Canada’’ and sent 
to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ont., 
Canada. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the ‘‘Receiv- 
er General of Canada’’ and sent di- 
rectly to the Post Office, Financial 
Branch, Ottawa 4, Ont., Canada. 

Orders for the stamp in selected 
mint condition sent to the Philatelic 
Section will be filled and returned 
at the earliest possible date after 
April 2. 

Plate numbers will be supplied on 
the basis of one for each ten stamps 
ordered. Only one vlate number (No. 
1) is being printed. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of postal money order or 
bank draft in ‘Canadian funds, pay- 
able to the ‘‘Receiver General of 
Canada”’. Patrons from countries 
other than Canada or the United 
States should forward remittances 
by means of an International Money 
Order. Postal Notes can not be ac- 
cepted.

without committing themselves to 
military pacts, alliances or bases 
for either side. They were active 
in trying to bridge over the clash 
of East and West, by insisting that 
none of the resolutions adopted 
should show favoritism for either 
side. 

If one side was to be condemned 
for imperialistic practices, the oth- 
er side must also be equally repre- 
sented for equal share of the blame. 
Generally they tried to avoid spe- 
cific accusations and to generalize 
the broad, general principles of the 
Afro-Asian bloc. These followed the 
policies laid down by the 1955 
Bandung Conference, including striv- 
ing for freedom and equality of all 
nations without distinction of color, 
race, or creed, with youth leading 
the ideological battle to achieve 
these ends. 

At least the conferees could agree 
on the neutralist flavor of its stamp,

The statues are cleverly worked 
|into the design in a pleasing and 
|not incongruous manner. The art 
| work was done by professionals of 
|the famous Survey Department of 
| Egypt Press. 
| Inscriptions uniformly present the 
| Arabic on the right and English on 
| the left. Top to bottom, they include 
| the commemorative text and dates 
| ‘1908-1958’ and the value and the 
country name, without regional de- 
| signation. 

As described more in detail in an 
earlier article, the event commemo- 
rated is of prime importance. to the 
Egyptian region and to the Arab 
world. In 1908 there was no mod- 
ern national university worthy of the 
name—only a few missionary col- 
| leges—in the present area of the 
| United Arab Republic, including 
| both Egypt and Syria. The famous 
American University of Beirut (then 
the Syrian Protestant College) was 
actually in Syria at the time, as 
Beirut city was not then part of 
Lebanon. 

A group of patriotic Egyptian in- 
tellectuals banded together, in spite 
of the opposition of the British 
colonial authorities then in power in 
Egypt, and raised the funds through 
popular subscription to start this 
| first modern liberal arts college in 
| the modern Arab world. 
| Although Fouad I and the rest of

found necessary to curry favor with 
him by naming the university after

POST DAY 
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A semipostal 20 mils plus 10m. in 
the Egyptian Region and 25p. plus 
15p. in the Syrian Region, it is de- 
signed to acquant the public with 
the new unified Postal Service badge 
of the United Arab Republic. It 
will also provide benefits for postal 
employees’ social services funds 
similar to the bonus issues formerly 
handed out to Syrian postal em- 
ployees. 

The Survey of Egypt’s profession- 
al designers really came up with 
a colorful and appropriate design 
for the united country’s postal ser- 
vices badge. It is one which does 
justice to the tricolored photogra- 
vure medium employed for 
stamp production. 

The badge consists in a double 
circle with outer and inner rings 
of green on white on which is super- 
imposed a white pigeon, flying down- 
wards and delivering a letter in its 
beak. The pigeon’s wings extend out- 
side the double circle. Epauletted on 
the bird’s shoulders are the two 
green stars of the crest of the UAR. 
The upper background, within the 
double circle, is red, and the low- 
er background, black, thus form- 
ing, with the white of the bird’s 
body and the green stars on the 
wings, the national flag of the UAR. 
The back of the cover in the 
bird’s beak is the side shown, with 
the flap clearly etched in thin green 
lines, below it, in the white central 
portion of the double circle band, 
is the single Arabic word, “Barid” 
(‘“‘Post’’), in green. 

The upper panel of the borderless 
stamp provides a blue green plaque 
for the country name, in full on the 
right in Arabic, and abbreviated on 
the left in English. Figures of value 
and semipostal surcharge flank the 
bottom of the double circle. 

Beneath this is the bilingual com- 
memorative inscription ‘‘Post Day” 
itself. The blue green background, 
at full intensity behind the inscrip- 
tions, fades off behind the upper part 
of the double circle, giving a very
